The Provinces being brought into this 
Diſtraction, and popular Tumults ſtill 
preſſing them cloſer, they found no means 
ſo fit to Secure their State, which was now 
juſt ready to be ſwallow'd up by the French, 
as to chuſe them a Captain General to lead 
their Forces: Hereupon, in the begin- 
ning of the Year 1672, in the Twenty 
Second Year of his Age, was our ngghty 
William inveſted with the Titles of Cap- 
tain, and Admiral General of the Vnited 
Provinces, Honours his Anceſtors had a 
long time enjoy'd, and to which he had 
ſooner arrived, had the People been wy 
denſible of their own Wants, and of th 
true Deſert of ſo Great a Perſonage, and 
had not a prevailing Faction kept them 
from diſcerning their true Intereſt. 

His Highneſs now having full Power 
and Authority, returned to the Army at

The Seaſon of War being now advanc'd, 
great Preparations were made on both 
fides, the French King invading Holland in 
Perſon with a powerful Army, whilſt the 


Prince of Conde and the Duke of Luxemburg 


wereincamp'd at Urrechr, expecting Orders 
40 fall into the Country; and to expedite 
dhe deſigned Ruin of the United Provinces, 


dhe Engliſh declared War at this Juncture 
againſt them, and fitted out a great Navy, 


with which the French joyn'd. | 

Wbilſt the States were employed in E- 
quipping their Fleet to oppoſe the Enemy 
at Sea, the Prince was as diligent in his Pre- 
parations, to oppoſe them at Land. Count 
De L'Orge having with 3000 Horſe block'd 
up Maſtricht, the French King beſieged it 
with an Army of 42000 Horſe and Foot. 
The Town had in Gariſon between 8 and 
900 Horſe, and about 4000 Foot, under the 
Command of Mouſieur de Fariaux, a brave 


Commander, who defended the place to 
the laſt Extremity, having killed the French 
gooo Men, amongſt whom many Officers 
of Note; but at laſt, by the Intreaty, or 
rather Mutiny of the Inhabitants, was the 
place ſarrender'd upon honourable hs 
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and the General was made a Major Gene- 
ral of the Confederate Army. I am ſorry 


to ſay, that the Engliſh in the French Army 


took this place, under the Command of 
the Duke of Monmouth, and yet too true 
it is, that the Miniſtry of Exgland at that 
time engaged their King to aſſiſt the French 
with a Navy and Land Forces, againſt our 
Proteſtant Neighbours the Dutch. | 
Maſtricht being taken, the Prince of O- 
range inveſts Maerd with 25000 Horſe 
and Foot, whichdrew Luxemburgh's Forces 
that way; but the Prince becoming Maſter 
of the place in Four Days time,Luxembur 
retired to his old Station, ade] 
At this time the League and Confegera- 
cy, betwixt the Emperor and the King of 
Spain, againſt the French, being Ratifiedand 
Confirmed, their Forces in a manner be- 
ing joy ned, the Siege of Bon was concluded 
upon, and proſecuted with ſuch Expediti- 


on, that the Prince of Conde had no means 


of flinging any Forces into the Town, ex- 
cept 100 Horſe which” paſſed into the 
Town, under pretence of being the Duke 
of Z77rain's Party, and 100 more attempt- 
ing the like, were cut off, as were 500 de- 
feated, who came to their ſupport. The 
Town was fo hardly preſs'd, and fo vio-

lently Attack'd by the Beſeigers, from 
whom they expected no Quarter, if the 
Town were taken by Storm, that at the 
end of Seven Days, the Beſeiged beat a 
Parley and march'd out upon Honourable 
Terms, to the number of 1500 effective 
Men, and with little Loſs to the Confede- 
rate Army: | * 
Upon this the Prince of Orange drew off 
to Weſſeling, and Commanding, during the 
abſence of Montecuculi, the Imperial Ar- 
my, he took the Caſtles of Zechnich and 
Brewel And tho?

lawful Marriage, for. ever. It took his 
Highneſs ſome time, after he had arrived 
to this Honour, 1a ſettling the diſtracted 
Stare of the Proviaces, particularly that of 
Utrecht, which was fallen iato the greateſt 
Confuſion, for which good. Service, they 
Voted him Goveraonr General, and Cap- 
tain General of the Province of Ytrecht, 
and the Honour to deſcend to his Heirs 
Male, born in lawful Wedlock. | 
At this time General Rabenhaupt being 
abroad with a ſtrong Detachment, took 
Northom, and put a ſtrong Garifoa into it, 
beat the Munſter Forces indeavouring, to 
retake it; and marching onwards, he 
Stormed and took Nigenhuys; the Biſhop 
of Munſter finding himfelf ia the wrong 
Box, prayed a Peace of the Emperor, 
which® being clapt up, the French were 
much Diſcouraged at it, iuſomuch that the 
Mareſchal Belford's, who ſucceeded Hume- 
irs in the Netherland Acquiſitions, thought 
of nothiag more than Deſerting the reſt 
of the Towns. Upon

Upon Notice of the Prince's coming in- 
to Brabant, with an Army of 30000 Men, 
to joyn the Spaniſh Forces, Tiel, Arnheim, 
Zutphen, and other places were quitted, 
the Biſhop of Munſter relinquiſhed Deven- 
ter, ſo that all Overyſell was ſet at Liberty. 
T he French at this timefellinto the French 
Comte, and took Dole, Malines, and Bee 
canſon, which made the Prince of Orange 
repair with the more Expedition to Ber- 

gen op Zoom, marching from thence to 


Brabant, that the French, with Two pow- 
erful Armies, durſt not make any conſid

The Confederate Army being joyn'd a- 
bout the ending of July, the Generals

ſend to the Prince of Orange, for Two Bat- 
talions of Foot, who ſent him Three, un- 
der the Command of the Young Prince 
Maurice of Naſſau, Vaudemont having made 
a ſtand for ſome time, by degrees, the 
whole Army wis ingag'd in a doubtful 
and bloody Fight, in a troubleſome and 
uneven Ground, near the River Sereff, the 
Confederate Army ſuffer'd much at the 
firſt Onſet, before their Men could be got 
together, however, in the Concluſion, the P. 
of Conde was forced to draw off, and leave 
the Field to the Confederates, with the 
Loſs of above 7000 Men kill'd in the Acti- 
on, amongſt whom were ſeveral Officers 
of Note: Nor was the Loſs of the Con-
